Rather Severe o om its Friends. 

The question of the a annexation of Utah.to 
Nevadin is just now exciting a good deal of 
interest and comment on the part of those 


who claim and exercise the right to do the |. 


thing for ‘‘this people.” They affect to be- 
lieve that Utah can outvote Nevada any day, 
and thus be able to control the future State 
Government. 

At the election for Delegute to Congress, 
held the other day, upwards of 15,000 votes 
were polled and returned. Adopting the rule 
generally applied that each vote represents 
five inhabitants, old and young, male and 
fzmale, this would give Utah a population of 
79,000. But the rule applicable to other com- 
munities can have little application here. - It 
is believed that not less than one-third of the 
adult male populations are practical exemp- 
lars of the doctrine of Polygamy, and claim 
fom two to twodozen wives each. Then again, 
Utah, although to some extent is, agricultu- 
tally speaking, an arid waste, yet, humanly 
eonsidered, it is the most prolific land on top 
of the earth. ~ The number of children in the 
Territory is little short of wonderful, and if 
somebody would only take the census of the 
little ones, under the age of, say, sixteen, it 
would present an array of figures absolutely 
startling. Agein, we are certainly within 
hounds, when we say that of the adult popu- 
lation not less then four-sixths are of foreign 
birth, and comparatively few have perfected 
their naturalization papers. So that 15,000 
legal votes in Utah would represent about two 
bundred thousand inhabitants. But we leave 
it to others to judge bow many of the 15,000 
votes returned were cast by qualified voters. 

It will be sometime, we suspect, before Ne- 
vada will poll 15,000 votes. For that matter 
we do not see why Utah could not return 30,- 
000, if necessary, just as well as 15,000. In 
the event of annexation, Nevada would prob- 
ably pass stringent laws on the subject of 
_ @lections, and the qualifications of electors. 
But how are they to be enforced? There's the 
rnb in very deed. Congress has enacted some 
very wholesome and stringent statutes on the 
subject of Polygamy; yet to-day Polygamy 
thrives as it never throve before. Laws are 
of not much account unless and until they 
ean be enforced. In spite of the laws which 
Nevada might adopt, we suspect those 15,000 
o: 20,000 votes of Utah would still turn up. 

The Teleqruph of this city, in noticing the 
annexation question, prows quite jubilant at 
the prospect, but is terribly sarcastic on the 
people of Utah. We were not aware before 
that the satirical wos its pecniiar forte, but 
from the specimen in Sunday's issue, we are 
now entirely satisfied on that pot. We have 
from time to time been accused of saying some 
severe things against Mormondom, but we 
search our columns in vain to find anything 
half so scorching, keen and cutting. as the 
satire of the Teleyraph man. Enumerating 
the things which ‘‘we will require” of Nevada, 
that*paper says: 

“In the first place, we shall expect our 
neighbours to honor the first t command- 


ment—-to be fruitful und multiply and replen- 
ith the earth.” 


It then proceeds to explain most graphically 
what that means, but we must refer our Ne- 
vada friends to the article itself for the par- 
ticulars, contenting ourself with the closing 


sentence of the paragraph:
